Carter scores 891 points 
to set new UTM record

Senior Larry Carter scored 
15 points against Union 
University last Tuesday night 
to eclipse the UTM record for 
most points scored in a career 
that was held for 17 years by 
Ed Jones 

Jones’ record of 890 points 
in four years was erased in 
Carter’s second season as a 
Pacer The history making 
shot was a ten foot jump shot 
with 4 09 remaining in the 
first half of a game that saw 
UTM defeat Union 59-57 

"I hadn't really thought of 
the record because it doesn't 


really mean that much. 
Carter said of his 
achievement. All I want to do 
is help the team win the rest of 
our games." 

He is real deserving of it 
the record > and plays so 
consistently." head coach 
Robert Paynter commented 
“it’s just phenomenal that 
he's been able to break the 
record in only two years, but 
I’m sure he will set other 
records too because of his 
total team play 
“Skyjack," who has tallied 
8% points in his tenure at 
UTM. also holds the school 
mark for points in a game

A report compiled by UTM's 
office of Undergraduate Life 
shows that student campus 
organizations aided local and 
national charities by many 
monetary and non monetary 
service projects during 1976 
Monetarily, nearly $42,000 
has been raised in behalf of 
many causes including Happy 
House Day Care Center. The 
Heart Fund. The American 
Cancer Society and St Jude 
Children's Research Hospital 
Alpha Phi Omega service 
fraternity collected $30,000 of 
the $42.(XX) in their annual 
Push for St Jude 
Other nonmonetary 
projects were food baskets, 
visiting hospitals and jails, 
tutoring elementary students,

“In the last couple of years, 
there has been a definite in 
crease in service oriented 
projects and activities by 
most student organizations on 
campus." Dr Donald Sexton, 
director of men’s activities, 
commented “For example 
most sororities and fraterities 
now designate to us at least 
one service project during the 
year

religious, professional, and 
honorary organizations

continued outbreak feared

‘Skyjack plays team ball 
not individual," teammate 
Joe Boddie explained “Carter 
is an alright dude, he plays 
the kind ot ball that a player 
should play 

“Even after his record 
setting game (the 38 points 
against Freed Hardeman last 
season i he has shown no 
selfishness in his playing-he is 
always looking for the open 
man." 

Boddie’s comments were 
borne out against Union when, 
with only seven seconds 
remaining in regulation time. 
Carter passed up a short shot 
to give Mike Patterson the 
game winning shot 

I thought he had the better 
shot. Carter remarked 
“They (Union' were trying to 
double-team me and Mike was 
hot 1 10 of 12) "

tnoreland of the Student 
Health Center said that 36 
cases of rul>ellu had been 
diagnosed for UTM students 
as of 10 a m Tuesday mor 
nmg 

Most of the students we are 
seeing now are from on 
campus exposure West 

moreland said She added that 
the cases are also fairly well 
distributed throughout the 
different dormitories on 
campus Westmoreland ex 
plained that the tirst cases of 
measles discovered at UTM 
could be traced back to ex 
posure in Jackson, Tennessee, 
but the recent cases were a 
result of exposure while on 
campus 

Westmoreland said that last 
week 20 students were 
examined with the measles 
and eight students had 
already been reported with 
the measles this week as of 
Tuesday morning 

The nurse stated the total 
number of students who had 
been diagnosed (36) was not 
that large, but the problem 
was with the number of people 
who had been exposed to the 
highly communicable disease 

"We sort of anticipate the 
number of students will be as 
many as we are seeing and 
possibly more for the next 
several weeks," West 
moreland stated Were 
hoping it doesn't get to be too 
great 

She added that she felt the 
cases of measles would 
probably continue into Spring 
Quarter, but to a lesser 
degree 

“We re still recommending 
the students go home and be 
out at least seven days." 
Westmoreland said “If they 
will take the recommendation 


and will stay home they have a 
better chance i>f not 
developing any further 
complications so they would 
not have to miss any more 
classes 

Westmoreland explained 
lhat the students if they at 
tended classes would expose 
the rest of the class and would 
also expose themselves to 
other germs in their weakened 
state 

Glass wise, as far as I 
know the instructors have 
been cooperating West 
moreland stated I'm aware 
they (students' don't want to 
go home and they don't want 
to miss classes, but it s in their 
best interest 

The disease, w hich was first 
reported on the campus 
shortly after the Christmas 
break, is called by three 
different names, rubella, 
three day measles, and 
German measles 

“This is a form of measles 
that causes deformity and 
mortality in the unborn child 
of the mother who has the 
measles," Westmoreland 
stated She said that simple 
exposure to the disease 
though, would not injure an 
unborn child 

The disease usually starts 
like a common cold and the 
person runs a fever of around 
101 degrees, and breaks out in 
a rash. Westmoreland said 
Some lymph node en 
largement may occur and 
some people complain of joint 
pain, particularly in the 
fingers 

“The incubation period is 14 
to 21 days normally, and the 
person with the disease should 
be isolated." Westmoreland 
commented. She explained 
that the incubation period was 
the time it took a person from 
exposure to the disease to 
come down with the disease

We probably will see less 
and less of this a*- more and 
more of our young children 
are immunized West 
moreland commented She 
explained that many of the 
college students had not f>een 
vaccinated for the disease as 
the vaccine came out in 1969 

The nurse said that rubella 
vaccine is still available for 
males at the Student Health 
( enter The vaccine produces 
a life long immunity to 
rubella She explained the 
vaccine was not being offered 
to females past puberty 
because of the risk involved if 
they should happen to become 
pregnant within three months 
of receiving the vaccine. The 
vaccine could have the same 
effect if the girl got pregnant 
as the disease itself 

“If a girl would like to 
receive the vaccine she may 
go to her family physician and 
request it. Westmoreland 
said 

“We would be willing to give 
it to any male who would be 
willing to have it. " she 
commented “The vaccine 
produces a life long immunity 
to rubella They would be 
doing themselves a favor if 
they got it 

Westmoreland encouraged 
anyone who thought they had 
rubella to come by the Student 
Health Services to have the 
disease identified She said the 
rash was very easy to confuse 
with other things 

One attack of German 
measles usually gives lifetime 
immunity to the disease 
although a second attack does 
occasionally occur

Computer process best, 
seniors should cooperate

registration at UTM has long been a cum 
bersome, confusing process and computer 
registration would seem to be the logical 
remedy for many of the registration ills 

The early registration of seniors, which has 
already begun this week, will do much to 
alleviate the problems of crowding and long 
lines that have been evident in some areas 
during recent registration efforts If the new 
procedure works as planned and all seniors 
take advantage of this program it could mean 
that being a senior at UTM does, indeed, have 
certain benefits The old process, utilizing 
senior appointment cards for admission to the 
ballroom, offered no real advantage to seniors 
other than being allowed to stand in more lines, 
sooner than other students and in some in¬ 
stances it was actually a disadvantage The 
new computer registration procedure should 
eliminate most of the problems for seniors and 
it will offer an extra two days of vacation for 
those seniors who take advantage of this op 
portunitv 

Some have complained that the use of 
computers for registration is a dehumanizing 
process Obviously this is true to some extent, 
but computers are here to stay and it would be 
senseless not to use them if they can correct an 
inefficient system The designers of the 


computer registration process have wisely 
decided to emphasize the role of advisors in the 
new system and this step will reduce the 
mechanistic character inherent in computer 
use and enhance the relationship of student and 
advisor Advisors should take note of their 
increased importance in registration and make 
every effort to insure that they are well in¬ 
formed about course offerings and 
requirements, because any lack of information 
on their part can now be very detrimental to 
their advisees

Aided by 65 points from All 
American candidate Larry 
Carter - the all time career 
scorer in UTM history- and 
some excellent defensive play, 
the Pacers snapped a three 
game losing streak with home 
court victories over 
Mississippi College, 
Livingston, and Union; their 
season record now stands at 
13-7. 

Mississippi College's 
Choctaws started last 
Friday's game as if they were 
destined to become the first 
shutout victim in the history of 
basketball. Under intense 
pressure from the Pacers' 
defense, the visitors could not 
dent the scoreboard for the 
first nine minutes of the 
opening stanza. In that same 
span. UTM scored 14 points 
for a lead they would never 
relinquish. However, the 
Pacers did appear to be well 
on their way to losing their 
third consecutive game after 
holding a large lead when 
sophomore Jon Laman con¬ 


nected on one of two free 
throws with only five seconds 
remaining in the game to give 
UTM a two point edge The

with a 21.9 average) led the 
visitors with 16 ana 14 points 
respectively.

Patterson, who dominated the 
game with 20 points (on 10 of 
12 shots from the field), 11 
rebounds, and three blocked 
shots had his performance 
overshadowed by teammate 
Larry Carter.
